DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Author Walter Isaacson was seen on the 
Hamptons Subway traveling between Sag Harbor 
and Wainscott reading a diary apparently written 
by Leonardo Di Vinci. He’s just written a book 
about that man. 


SUBWAY SWAT TEAM CHANGE 

It’s been little known to our ridership, but on the 
second floor of the Hamptons Subway building 
on Ponquogue Avenue in Hampton Bays, is our 
very own heavily armed SWAT team known as 
the SS (for Subway Swat), ready to come down 
the fire pole to their waiting troop carrier in 
the garage below to race off to anywhere in our 
system where “trouble” occurs. Carrying assault 
weapons, hand grenades, flame throwers and 
bazookas, they are here in three shifts and so are 
available 24 hours a day. Our SS has been in place 
here in the Hamptons since 1996 but has never 
had to be deployed, and so two of the three shifts 


are being shut down as an economy measure. 
Trouble is only expected during the night hours 
anyway. So feel safe then, 10 p.m. to 7 a.m. 


SUBWAY SCHEDULE CHANGE 


Workmen will be cleaning the tracks on the Bline - 


on Tuesday afternoon resulting in a suspension 
of service between North Sea and Noyac for one 
hour between 4 p.m. and 5 p.m. As there is no 
other public transit available there, just wait on 
the platform until service is restored. 


EXPRESS TRAIN PLAN IS ABANDONED - 

Since the beginning, Hamptons Subway has had 
only trains stopping at every station and no trains 
that skip stations to provide a faster express 
service for people in a hurry. Two years ago, 
Hamptons Subway hired a consulting firm to 
determine the feasibility of having express service 
that would stop only at Montauk, East Hampton, 
Southampton and Westhampton Beach. It could 
save half an hour. The firm’s 400-page report 
was presented to management this week and 
unfortunately concludes that because there is 
only a single track each way on the system, trains 


- that go faster and skip stops would crash into the 


backs of local trains that don’t. 


MOUNTAIN LION 

A mountain lion was spotted on the East Quogue 
platform last Thursday. Be on the lookout for 
it. Mountain lions were in great abundance on 
eastern Long Island during the Paleolithic era 
many years ago, but recent human development 
has made sightings of them very rare in these 
parts. If you see one, please report it immediately 
to any subway employee noting the day; time and 
on what platform, so our environmentalists can 
document the mountain lion’s location. But for 
heaven sakes don’t try petting one. That’s how 
they were driven away to near extinction years 
ago as they fled such human contact. Also they 
could bite your arm off. ~

YOUTHS ENGAGE IN SUGAR-FUELLED RAMPAGE 
The Hamptons Police responded last Wednesday 
to multiple reports of large groups of young 
children marauding through village streets across 
the area. Callers described the children, some 
of whom were not yet of school age, as being 
in disguises and being intoxicated with sugar 
and chocolate. 

“Many of the callers complained of shouting 
and loud screaming,” says Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “And we were 
able to verify that such was in fact going on 
in many different neighborhoods across our 


jurisdiction.” According to Hirsch, the young, 
disguised perpetrators were organized in small 
gangs and many of them carried with them 


- bags full of candy. “Our officers witnessed many 


of these very young people—children, really— 
helping themselves to outrageous amounts 
of chocolate and other sweets. It was beyond 
anything we'd ever seen.” 

Hirsch notes that the children, in their state 
of sugar and chocolate inebriation, were openly 
trespassing on private property and disturbing 
the peace by knocking on doors. “They were just 
going from house to house like this happens every 
day. Unbelievable.” 

Hirsch says that while the actions of the young 
people were clearly against the law, the police 
were unable to take action. “We recognized pretty 
quickly that we were just outnumbered. We 
were reduced to just taking notes for use in our 
follow-up investigations.” As a result of this 
surveillance, Hirsch notes that police are now 
on the lookout for people dressed as witches, 
ghosts and zombies. “If they try to use the same 
disguises again, then we're going to get them, 
no question.” 


POLICE TO OFFER EGG SANDWICHES AT JAIL 
SECURITY BOOTH 

The Hamptons Police will soon begin selling their 
own egg sandwiches from the security booth at 
the entrance to the Hamptons Jail. 

“The booth gets mistaken for a fast food 
drive-thru quite a bit, actually,” says Hamptons 
Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “We probably 
get more cars asking for egg sandwiches than 
anything else.” As the jail doesn’t house long- 
term prisoners, Hirsch notes, not many people 
come by to visit those incarcerated there. “It’s 
more of a drunk tank, really,” Hirsch explains. 
“So we decided, why not turn the booth into a 
source of revenue.” 

According to Hirsch, several styles of egg 
sandwich will be available, and the sandwiches 
will be made fresh to order in the jail’s kitchen. 
“Thanks to Chief, we’ve got a nice cooking facility 
in the jail, and it really doesn’t get much use,” 
says Hirsch. The hot sandwiches will be delivered 
straight to the customers waiting in their cars. 
The service will debut in December.

What Did Southampton’s First Settler Mean By That? 


ENTRANCE TO CONSCIENCE POINT 


BY DAN RATTINER 


he first English settlers to come to what 

is now the State of New York landed in 
a small boat at Southampton. There were 
about 40 families. They had set sail in June of 
1640 from Lynn, Massachusetts, where they had 
been farmers and fishermen, to settle somewhere 
else because they felt that the teachings of the 
church they attended in Lynn were too strict. 

The English Crown encouraged the formation 

of new settlements in the New World. You could, 
without cost, get a patent to settle a piece of 
land from the Massachusetts Bay Colony, and it 
could be anywhere in the new colonies provided 
no other patent had yet been issued. These 
40 families applied and, only a few weeks 
after their application, were granted one 
such patent by the Earl of Stirling for eight 
square miles of land “to make their choice

to sitt downe upon as best suiteth them.” 

The ship they came on—a 40-foot-sloop owned 
by Captain Daniel Howe, one of them—took 
them around Cape Cod, past Nantucket and 
Martha’s Vineyard, and into Long Island Sound, 
where, finally, they found what they thought 
was an uninhabited spot on the North Shore of 
Long Island called Schout’s Bay (now Hempstead 


Harbor). They were wrong. As they came off their . 


boat, they were immediately arrested and put in 
jail by Dutch settlers who had already set up a 
colony nearby at North Hempstead. 
Negotiations followed. The Dutch—not a 
government but a trading company—had settled 
in New Amsterdam and were pushing out 
onto Long Island from the west. The British, a 
government, had settled in New England and 
had never before been to Long Island. This would 
have been their first colony. Eventually, the 


40 families from Lynn were freed, provided they

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left Schout’s Bay, and sailed across back across 
the Sound to New England. 

And so, the settlers crossed the Sound the other 
way and took shelter at the harbor in New Haven, 
in what is now Connecticut. Not soon after, they 
applied for a newer patent, this one granting 
them the rights to any other spot they chose but 
further out on eastern Long Island, away from 
the Dutch. 

This time things worked out. There is a huge 
boulder on a beach in North Sea Harbor with 
a plaque on it to mark where these 40 families 
came ashore on their second try. 

The plaque declares the spot to be “Conscience 
Point” because when the settlers landed— 
and they landed to stay—the first person to 
step ashore, a woman, said “for conscience 
sake we are on dry land once more,” 
which is a clear reference to the fact that 


they had been thrown off at Schout’s Bay. The

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date of the new landing was June 1640. 

I have always wondered what this 
woman meant by saying that. It seems an 
odd thing for anybody to say from this 21st 
century perspective. 

Turns out the first part of it is a phrase from 
the Bible. It is in Romans 13:5 in the New 
Testament. So in 1640, this would have been 
something that a church-going Christian—and 
these folks were—might say. There were few 
books possessed by the settlers. But they did 
have Bibles. 

“Therefore one must be in subjection, not 
only to avoid God’s wrath but also for the sake 
of conscience,” says the particular passage in 
the bible. 

On the other hand, I am not exactly clear 
what “conscience” would mean. It’s not a word 
that seems to make sense in that context. 

So I looked it up in the dictionary. 

“Conscience” is that aspect of human behavior 
that is governed by the knowledge of right 
and wrong. 

And that knowledge of right and wrong, in the 
Christian world, comes from the word of God: 
the Ten Commandments. Thou Shalt Not Kill, 
Thou Shalt Not Steal, Thou Shalt Not Covet Thy 
Neighbor’s Wife, etc., etc. 

A good interpretation of what she said might be 
that for weeks now we've been aboard a boat that 
is at the mercy of the winds and the sea and, as 
it turned out, the Dutch, and so finally we’ve got 
somewhere here on dry land where we can once 
again decide upon things based on the teachings 
of God’s good Christian commandments. 

After the arrival, these English settlers made

friends with the local Shinnecock Indians. Gifts 
were exchanged. And the Shinnecocks, seeing 
that the new settlers were planning to make an 
encampment near where they landed, suggested 
they instead go further inland—they would guide 
them—to a more wooded spot not too far from 
the Atlantic Ocean, where pits could be dug 
into the soft ground and trees and branches and 
leaves could be laid above to create domed huts 
to protect the settlers from the upcoming winter 
storms. The Indians also introduced corn to the 
new settlers. The Shinnecocks, much like the 
Montauks, were peaceable people. 

In researching this, I also became interested 
in the first part of the Bible passage that says 
certain things should be done not just to escape 
God’s wrath, but also because it was “in good 
conscience,” that is to say, whatever it was that 
was the right thing to do by Christian standards.

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Turns out, according to the Ligonier 
Ministries, there are many passages in the New 
Testament declaring that Christians are not 
of the secular world and should not therefore 
obey secular laws that are issued by “the fallen 
standards” of humanity. 

However, there are other passages that clarify 
this, stating that government laws cannot only 
be bad laws—bow down to the new ruler—but 
also good laws in conformance with God’s 
teachings. They catch and punish robbers, 
for example. And so Christians are urged to 
obey secular laws if and when they are in 
conformance with God’s teachings, given to us 
to accept as our collective “conscience” which 
knows right from wrong. 

The settlers soon built their Presbyterian 
church in Southampton and also a meetinghouse, 
where elders from the community could create 
and pass laws. 

‘Among them, they passed a law that governs 
proper attire. You will see signs alongside the 
entry roads to Southampton that read “please 
obey our proper attire laws,” which among other 
things require clothing to cover from above 
the areola (the nipple) all the way down to 
halfway between the hip and knee when out in 
public. An exemption is allowed at the beach and 
100 yards inland, where, presumably, people 
would be changing in and out of bathing attire. 

Anyway, the settlement in Southampton 
thrived, and here we are today as a world-class 
beach resort, so chosen because of the land’s 
great richness and beauty laid down here by the 
hand of God.

Dan’s Papers’ First Office Was a Bedroom at the Publisher’s Parents’ House 
DISPATCHES From THE CRIB

n the morning of Friday, July i, 1960, I 

went out to my 10-year-old Chevrolet sedan 
to where 5,000 copies of the first Dan’s Papers 
(then called The Montauk Pioneer) were tied 
up in bundles in the front seat, backseat and 
trunk, drove off and began delivering 20 or 30 or 
40 copies to each store, motel and restaurant in 
Montauk. I’d set them on counters, on cigarette 
machines, on tables and shelves. 

There were 140 businesses in town. I’d counted 
them. Going along streets, delivering bunches 
of papers one handful at a time, it took me the 
next 10 hours. I had not asked anyone ahead of 
time if I could do that. It was a surprise. Store 
owners would examine what was put out. So 
everybody could read a copy and decide if they 
wanted to keep it for the customers or not. The 
papers were free. 

And I the college student—I was 20 years old— 
was convinced people would like my newspaper. 
I took that risk. And at the end of that first day, 


hot and sweaty with all the papers gone and just 
bits of newsprint and cut-up twine to show for 
it on the floor of the car, I drove down to the 
beach in the center of town, parked, took off all 
my clothes down to my shorts, and ran over the 
dunes, across the sand into the ocean to splash 
around as the sun set. It was wonderful. 

Since that day, and for the rest of my life, nearly 
60 years later, I have published this newspaper. 

John F. Kennedy was running for president that 
first year. New cars were sporting tailfins (not 
my old car). Montauk was a brand new summer 
resort town filled with visitors on vacation, and it 
did not have a newspaper to call its own. I thought 
I could publish one. Be a booster for the town. 
Tell its storied history. And tell people where to 
go and what to do. And I thought if I gave it away 
for free, it would succeed on advertising revenue 
alone, and I was right. 

It took a lot of planning the prior winter 
to develop the idea. I had been thinking 
about it while off at college upstate. We had 
a college newspaper that got distributed free 


on campus. It was placed in stacks in wooden 
bins in 10 locations. Everybody read it. But no 
one had ever thought to distribute a commercial 
weekly town newspaper for free. Not on Long 
Island, not anywhere. 

I put a sign on my bedroom door in my ede 
house on South Fairview Avenue. This would be 
my office. I began typing stories, making lists of 
prospects and locations to distribute, calling to 
get printer estimates. 

I was not from Montauk. My dad had 
brought me and my sister and my mom out 
to Montauk from Millburn, New Jersey, three 
years earlier when he bought the drug store in 
Montauk. He was a pharmacist, but he was also a 
fisherman. We came along. I had just finished up 
at Millburn High. 

After my second summer home from college, 
working for my dad as a clerk and stock boy, my 
mom said if I wanted to I could go to pharmacy 
school and take over from my dad some day. 

This was the last thing I wanted to do. I wanted 
to be outdoors, meeting people, writing stories, 
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‘selling advertising, going into the publishing 
business, entertaining the tourists. I’d worked 
for the college paper. I’d worked for the high 
school newspaper. I had ink in my veins, is how 
journalists described themselves then. 

_ The way I saw it was that if I could sell 
30 merchants 1/12-page ads for the summer 
ahead of time, I could pay the printing bill, gas 
for my car and other expenses and make twice the 
amount of money I was making working for my 
dad. Dad liked the idea. He said he’d be proud of 
me if I could do that. 

The year before the launch—Eisenhower was 
President—about to go off to college for my junior 
year, I walked around with a pasted-up dummy 
of what the paper would look like and pitched my 
newspaper to all the merchants just closing up 
their businesses for the long winter. Many said 
nobody would read a newspaper if they didn’t pay 
for it. I said people would read my newspaper. 
It would be interesting, funny and about the 
town. And I could give out 25,000 copies free, 
all summer. There were only two places in town 
where you could buy a newspaper, and one of 
them was my dad’s store. Might be able to sell 

- 100 copies in a good week. 

In that first issue, to prove my point, I published 
a fake ad. It was for a mail order product—the 
MacKenzie Seagull Whistle. Take your jeep out 
onto the beach to go surfcasting, and, if you get 
stuck in the sand, take out the whistle and blow 
it. Seagulls would appear and push you out of the 
sand. Watch for this whistle soon for sale in a 
store near you. 

Everybody was talking about this in town after 
that first issue came out. Everybody. I had proved 
my point. 

At the end of that summer, my dad took me 
to Plitt Ford in East Hampton and bought me a 
three-year-old silver Ford Fairlane Convertible 
500 with red leather seats, whitewall tires and 
tailfins. Also at the end of that summer, as it 
turned out, I had made enough money to pay my 
tuition and college expenses for the next year. 

In my fifth year, I was now in grad school, I sold 
so many ads in the springtime for the Montauk 
paper and now for a new edition of the paper in 
East Hampton that I needed to borrow $1,000 
to get me through to a time when all the money 
would come pouring in later in the summer. 

I dressed in tie and jacket and went to see 


Merton Tyndall, the 65-year-old President of 
the Bridgehampton National Bank. I laid on his 
desk all the contracts I had sold for the upcoming 
summer. I told him I didn’t understand how 
if I was more prosperous why I would have to 
borrow, but I did. I needed $1,000. He said that’s 
what banks are for, and he opened a desk drawer, 
took out a checkbook and wrote me a check for 
$1,000 and handed it to me. 

“Do you want me to sign anything?” I asked. 

“Nope. I see you are going to pay it back.” 

I left. 

The following year we did it again for 
$2,000, and the year after that it was $5,000. 

A week after he gave me the $5,000 he called 
me up and asked me to come in. 

“I hate to bother you,” he said. “But some 
people from the government are here and say I 


have to have you sign for this loan. I told them 
you always pay it back, but they said I should 
have you come in anyway.” 

So I did that. 

It’s been a long, wonderful ride from those 
years to this. I’ve loved every minute of it.

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Parking Problems 


Faking Your Way to a Less Expensive Parking Permit Is a Bad Idea

he Sag Harbor harbormaster, Bob Bori, was 

out in the police boat in the bay last week, 
conducting routine investigations and issuing 
summonses where necessary by pulling up 
alongside boats and asking to see registrations. 
One such ship was a 1973 Boston Whaler. The 
papers onboard showed that the boat was 
registered to a Matthew Keller who lives in Sag 
Harbor, according to an East Hampton Star 
report, and that jibed with the fact that Matthew 
Keller, a village resident, had rented a boat slip 
for the summer, and for five summers before 
that, at the reduced village resident rate. 

Further investigation, which included help 
from the New York State Department of Motor 
Vehicles Division of Field Investigation, told 
another story. And according the Star, this 
resulted in the Chief of Police of the Village, 
Austin J. McGuire, filing charges against Matthew 
Keller that include 10 felonies, 5 accounts of 
offering a false instrument for filing and 5 more 
for falsifying business records in the first degree. 
Keller was arrested and released on $1,000 bail. 
These charges, if proved true, could result in fines 
or a jail term, or both. The village takes these 
things very seriously. 

Speaking to a reporter for The East Hampton 
Star, the Chief described the alleged scheme. Mr. 
Keller had an acquaintance who had lived in Sag 
Harbor prior to 2014 but had moved away and so 
was not eligible for a reduced rate boat slip for 
his 1973 Boston Whaler. Paying for a slip in Sag 
Harbor therefore could only be done at a higher 
non-resident rate. It would be $2,400 a year 
higher than for the resident. Instead, the Chief 
believes, Mr. Keller decided to help his friend by 
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playing a trick on the Village. When applying for 
a 2013 boat slip, Mr. Keller allegedly supplied 
the village a forged document that showed this 
Boston Whaler was owned by himself at his Sag 
Harbor address. Thus the former resident could 
still park his boat in Sag Harbor and still pay 
the reduced fee offered to Sag Harbor residents. 
He had done this for each of the last six years, 
the Chief said, thus fleecing the village coffers 
of $12,000. 

When asked why the charge was not made 
upon the former resident, the Chief said that 
the application for the reduced rate permit came 
by email from Mr. Keller. He also told the 
Star that the man who owned the boat was 
“uncooperative,” and that the fraud perpetrated 
in 2013 was beyond the statute of limitations, so 
there could be no charges filed for that year. 

As you can imagine, this is quite a feather 
in the cap of both the Chief of Police and the 
Harbormaster. High grades for their hard work 
in uncovering this stunning crime. 

I recall a story not long ago about people 
not from East Hampton Village forging village 
beach parking stickers available for residents 
only, so they could put them on their cars and 
park for free in the parking lots at Main Beach, 
Two Mile Hollow and: Georgica. Officers with 
flashlights had noticed the flaws in these parking 
stickers when they examined them closely in 
the parking lots, and this turned out to be 
not just one forged beach sticker but a whole 
group of fraudulent stickers that were being 
sold for money, and the police in East Hampton 
were complimented at the time for their hard 
work in smashing this ring and rounding up 
the perps. 

I think I read recently that one of these perps

came up for parole but it was denied. But 
maybe not. 

These are serious crimes, and I’ve been told, or 
maybe not, that the Village is dusting off an old 
electric chair which has not been in use for years. 

This seems to tie in also to the flurry of parking 
tickets handed out to otherwise happy visitors 
from afar who came here for the Hamptons 


_ International Film Festival and parked their cars 


on streets where signs say parking is permitted 
for up to two hours. Many of the films seen 
were longer than two hours. The summonses on 
these windshields created quite a windfall for 
the village. 

There was a time, eight years ago, when my 
wife and I came out of Citarella in East Hampton 
with shopping bags to find that our two-year-old 
Chevy Tahoe, parked out front with our dog in 
it, was being towed away. Local police officers 
on the scene told us they'd been cruising slowly 
along the street with a new-fangled computer gun 
that scanned license plates of parked cars to see, 
by instantly getting reports from Motor Vehicles, 
if any one of them had, at any time in the past, 
had a lapse in insurance. Ours did. It was for one 
week in a transfer two years earlier, when we 
had turned in a Range Rover for the Tahoe and 
had transferred the plates, which our insurance 
company had failed to do seamlessly. 

Because of this indiscretion, the Tahoe was 
taken to the impound, we had to hail passing cars 
until one stopped and took us home, and it took 
two weeks to get the paperwork straightened out 
and paid for, the storage fees paid for and the 
ticket violation paid for. Fortunately, we escaped 
“Old Sparky,” the electric chair that was in use at 
the time.

ate in the middle of the night of Sunday, 
November 4, I woke up to use the bathroom.

During the next few minutes, I sat on the edge

of the bed, excited. What would I do different 
from what I had done with this hour the first 
time? Had I done anything useful during that 
first hour? 

That earlier hour was still ongoing. The first 
45 minutes of it I had been asleep, dreaming 
something I could not remember. That was not 
very useful. Then, for the next five minutes I 
had gone to the bathroom, and for the next few 
minutes after that, still before the change, I had 
tried to find out what time it was, then did find 
out and was now sitting here waiting. What a 
waste of time. 

I would not do this again. I would do something 
useful, maybe even memorable, this time around. 

It was now 1:55 a.m. Four minutes to go. For 
the next few moments, sitting there on my side 
of the bed, I thought about the movie Groundhog 
Day.

What _ 
an opportunity. I sit here. I don’t want to wake 
up my wife.

Downstairs, I go into the kitchen and look at the _ 
stove, which is still an hour ahead, and I re-set it. — 

Now there’s something useful I’ve done 
during this repeated hour. In the morning, 
my wife will come downstairs and she 
won't have to go to the trouble to re-set 
the clock. 

There’s a grandfather clock in the living room, 
on the mantle over the fireplace. That needs to be 
re-set. So I re-set that, too. 

Now it is about 1:10 a.m. and the need to 
go back to sleep comes over me. I could sleep 
here on the couch. It should be okay. After all, 
I spent 45 minutes of doing this hour the first 
time sleeping. ¢ 

Have I done enough? I think so. I look out ~ 
the living room window across the deck into — 
the darkness and see the few boats innocently 
bobbing around in their slips in the harbor here.

I creep up the stairs, carefully climb back into 
bed and pull up the covers. I’ve done something 
useful during this repeat hour. Fixed the stove’s 
time. Grandfather clock, too. With the job done, I 
sleep away the next 45 minutes and then remain

The contrast of color 
between fall and winter is amazing. 


What do you think the significance of 
painting is for contemporary society? 
Everyone has something to say, something 
to communicate, an idea. Art is a beautiful 
way to convey your message, your mood, your 


interpretation of any subject matter. If you look 
at people today, they all have their heads down in 
their smartphones. I looked the same way when I 
was a kid but I was sketching. 

My wife is a New York City schoolteacher 
in Queens. They all but cancelled the art 
classes there—I was heartbroken. If I’m lucky 
enough to win the lottery, I would open an art 
barn that would be free of charge for the kids. 
It would be a non-computer—generated art 
school, where the kids would actually pick up a 
paintbrush or pencil! 


Where’s the most unusual place your work 
has appeared? 

The bathroom door of Maroni Cuisine of 
Northport. Michael Maroni was.trusting enough 
to give me complete artistic license for the murals 
as long as it was rock ’n’ roll themed, and he 
wanted a new mural every other month. 


If you could sit down to coffee with any 
sailor from history, who would it be what 
would you talk about? 

Captain Nemo of the Nautilus. I would ask him 
how it is living 20,000 leagues under the sea and 
to pilot the electric powered Nautilus submarine. 
He was so ahead of his time. I’d want to know all 
about the unknown sea creatures he undoubtedly 
discovered. My runner-up sailor was Captain 
Fred of the Yellow Submarine.

Do you think in color? 

Without a doubt, color 
and shapes. I’m constantly 
simplifying shapes and 
mixing colors in my head. 

I grew up in a creative 
home, both my mom 
and dad were artists. As 
a child, my dad used to 
take my sisters and me 
out to paint “en plein air” 
(painting outdoors). Most 
all my paintings are still en 
plein air. 

In the ’80s, I studied at 
the Art Students League - 
of New York. My latest technique, including this 
painting, has been applying the paint with palette 
knives only. This prevents me from getting too- 
detailed. I have been strongly influenced by 
the French Impressionists of the 1800s—Monet, 
Manet, Renoir—and post Impressionists—Van 
Gogh, Pissarro. Impressionism engages the 
viewer, and puts them to work to fill in the 
blanks. You can’t be wrong when painting in an 
impressionistic way because it’s your impression 
of a scene.

“The Great Gatsby” Dances onto the Bay Street Stage 


BY Street Theater’s 2018 Mainstage 
season may have come and gone, 
but there’s another intensely thought- 
provoking show to check out _ right 
now. The educational theater program 
Literature Live! premiered The Great 
Gatsby, on November 8. 

Directed by Joe Minutillo, his sixth 
Literature Live! theatrical adaptation 
peels away the layers of the American 
Dream, a concept at the forefront of 
F. Scott Fitzgerald’s classic novel, and 
reveals the lust, greed and deceit that 
drive many to achieve it. “When you 
really analyze [The Great Gatsby], it’s 
about a man who’s gone from rags to

it through bootlegging and doing [other] 

illegal activity. He’s a conman,” Minutillo says. Adding 
that in order to attain the happiness that wealth 
didn’t bring him, Jay Gatsby fights to steal Daisy away 
from her husband Tom Buchanan, ignoring the effect 
that breaking up their marriage would have on their 
young daughter. 

Selfishness and indulgence were in fashion during 
the Roaring ’20s, a time of social revolution and an 
increased divide between the classes. “[The Literature 
Live! production] is definitely hitting at the right time, 
where people wonder about the rich getting richer 
and the poor staying poor,” Minutillo says, adding 
that “there’s still a sense of separation of classes” on 
Long Island. 

The somber, reflective themes are juxtaposed in the 
Literature Live! adaptation by fun dance numbers,

choreographed by Stephanie Vertichio, and original 
Jazz music, composed by Michael Holland. “The way 
the script was written, it almost has to be directed as 
a musical,” Minutillo points out. One of the biggest 
directorial challenges to this approach is the number of 
scene changes, each choreographed and accompanied 
by specific music or sounds. The all-star main cast 
of The Great Gatsby includes the scene-stealer of 
Guild Hall’s recent Romeo & Juliet, Charlie Westfal as 
Gatsby, John Kroft as Nick, Sara Carolynn Kennedy 
as Daisy, Alexandra Kopko as Jordan, Dan Fenaughty 
as Tom. 

Minutillo has devoted his life to educational 
theater. He was a founding member of the New York 
State Theatre Education Association, which fought 
for required theater certification in the New York

education system from its inception in 
1983 to the eventual adoption of the rule 
in 2003. 

Minutillo recently retired from a 30-year 
stint as a teacher in the Eastport-South 
Manor Central School District, where he 
helped shape many young minds and gave 
students the confidence to use their voices 
through playwriting, acting and other 
aspects of play production. “The part I 
find most rewarding is the process. It’s 
pulling it all together and watching the 
process happen and the growth of the 
actors as they learn and investigate the 
characters” he notes. Under his tutelage, 
some students not only grew, but also 
completely changed their life’s trajectory. 
He remembers one young man admitting 
to him, “If it wasn’t for you, I’d probably be in jail or be 
dead, one or the other. Theater totally changed where I 
was going.” This wasn’t a rare occurrence. 

Theater is an enriching experience for audience 
members as well. “Seeing something onstage, three- 
dimensionally like that, there’s something that’s 
engaging that a screen just doesn’t provide,” Minutillo 
says. “In a screen version, yes, you'll understand the 
storyline and all of that, but there’s something special 
about going to the theater and seeing this Gatsby 
character or Jordan or Tom standing right in front of 
you and having it come to life.” G&L

Christmas Carol tells the story. of 
Ebenezer Scrooge, an old miser who, on 
Christmas Eve, is visited by four ghosts 
who show him the error of his greedy 
ways and help him turn over a new leaf.

hile there may be many different ways to stay 

warm when the weather starts cooling on the 
East End, not many of them are quite as much fun 
as cracking open a bottle of great East End wine and 
sipping it by the fire. Let the cold winds blow their 
hardest—we have the perfect antidote: throw another 
log on the fire and uncork a few more bottles. 

Of course, sometimes you might have to venture 
out into the autumnal breezes—to get more wine! 
And if you’re going out anyway, why not plan your 
courageous foray around a vineyard tour? 

’Tis the season for...barrel tastings! Over at Paumanok 
Vineyards on the Main Road in Aquebogue, November 
is time to sample the 2017-vintage reds and barrel 
fermented chardonnay. “It’s one of our most anticipated 
times of the year,” Kareem Massoud of Paumanok says 
of their barrel tasting season. Participants join owner 
and winemaker Charles Massoud in Paumanok’s barrel 
cellar and sample 2017 wines—before those wines 
have even seen the inside of a bottle. The tastings 
are accompanied by fine cheeses, breads and paté. 
Attendees will then be given the chance to purchase 
2017 vintage futures—so if you taste something you 


think is going to be outrageously good, you can snap. 


some up right then and there and you'll get it when it’s 
all bottled up. The barrel tastings run on a schedule, 
and space is limited. Go to paumanok.com to view the 
schedule and to make a reservation. 

If November is about vintage futures at Paumanok, 
then December and January will be about a vintage past 
at Macari Vineyards on Bergen Avenue in Mattituck. 
On December 8 and January 12, Macari will host The 
Bold Reds of 2010. As Gabriella Macari explains about

Top 5 Things | Ate in October 


aybe you had these same five wonderful things in 

October and many more. I hope so. The East End 
truly is a food paradise. Kind of makes you want to 
preserve experiences here. Is it a coincidence that most 
of this month’s “top five” are pickley? 

The lowly donut is not lowly at all direct from the 
production line at the Milk Pail Fresh Market in 
Water Mill. I researched this. The tender, warm inner 
crumb wants to pop right out and into your mouth. 
While at the Milk Pail, I picked up some Jonagold 
apples for my husband. I didn’t think I was a Jonagold 
fan, but freshly picked and oh-so-juicy, this is indeed a 
fine fall varietal to mash between your teeth. 

It'd been way too long since I darkened the door at 
Goodfood. on Pike Street in Mattituck. I adore Luchi 
Masliah’s empanadas and soups, but this afternoon 
I was in the mood for a cold salad. Not only did the 
caponata, with a fresh bun alongside, hit the spot, its 
pronounced pickle-ness was a delight. This caponata 
is heavier on the capers than most. Good food period 


WATERMELON IS GREAT IN THE FALL 


The phrase “Here comes truffle!” springs to mind 
whenever Chef Arie Pavlou steps out of the kitchen 
at Bistro Eté in Water Mill. His latest invention is 
a truffle martini. I can hear the wheels turning in 
your head. Yes, he makes it work by shaking together 
Belvedere vodka, olive juice, a twist of lime and truffle 
oil. The unfiltered vodka and olive juice make it “very 
dirty.” Chef then shaves a generous amount of truffle 
(white or black, depending on the season, or your 
choice) over the surface to form the best smelling 
sludge ever. Trust me. The first sip or two might throw 
you a bit, it might seem a tad too sour, but soon enough 
it all comes together in the mouth and you're rolling 
on the forest floor among fairies and sprites, happy 
as a truffle pig. The salt in the olive juice pulls out the 
flavors as you sip-chew through your new happy place. 

Ared watermelon from Dale and Bette’s Organic 
Farm in Sag Harbor was spectacular. Watermelon 
is celebrated as a summer fruit but many local 
watermelons actually hit their peak in the fall. 

Head for the hill! It’s rare that I touch down at 


an eatery and think “wow, several of these dishes 
are top-five worthy.” Rarer still is a beet salad that 
passes muster. But, happily, it can happen. The new 
Green Hill Kitchen on Front Street in Greenport 
was the site of just such a miracle. What qualifies 
their beet salad? The beets. are pickled to just the 
right level to tastily contrast with the dab of Greek 
yogurt, the toasted hazelnuts and the crisp watermelon 
radish slices. 

Their kdse spdtzle is mixed with corn and zucchini 
chunks, which you’d think would lighten the dish and 
maybe not in a good way. But no, it’s not noticeably 
lighter than a straight-ahead noodle dish, but somehow 
Chef Wolfgang Ban has prepared the vegetables in a

way that enhances the lusciousness of this gruyere- 
driven dish. The tuna with wasabi microgreens brought 
some welcome heat and the cauliflower with its bright 
salsa verde, pistachios and lemon zest was just right. 
Definitely worth a return trip soon. 

Bonus: the butternut squash banh mi at the Amber 
Waves Farmers Market in Amagansett. Run, don’t 
walk—this market closes for the winter on the Sunday 
after Thanksgiving. These slabs of squash are tasty, 
fermented? A little pickled? Whatever’s going on, it 
works swimmingly with the fresh greens, watermelon 
radish, apple slices and aioli on a big ciabatta roll. Gt.

of the Macari family and winemaker Kelly Urbanik 
Koch, this fruit became incredible red wines that swept 
national and international awards. ~ 


But surely such fabulous wines have all sold out by 


now. Well yes, but Macari still has some. “Luckily for 
you, we’ve tucked away some of these long-gone reds 
to revisit just in time for the winter months,” says 
Macari. The events on December 8 and January 12 will 
give red wine lovers a chance to taste these coveted 
offerings and, yes, purchase some to bring home to 
keep you warm. Go to macariwines.com for more 
information and to make a reservation. 

Of course, you don’t need a reservation to visit most 
vineyards on the East End. A more casually planned 
outing for small groups can be had at either Paumanok 
or Macari, and while you're on the road you can always 


duck into Duck Walk Vineyards’ North Fork tasting 


room in Peconic. Recent releases from Duck Walk 
include some very. tasty reds. Check out the 2014 
Cabernet Sauvignon Reserve, a concentrated wine with 
strong dark cherry notes and nice complexity leading 
to a long finish. While you're at it, sample the 2015 
Malbec, a rare example of a true Malbee made on Long 
Island. This is a wine that Duck Walk releases only 
when they feel the quality allows the Malbec to stand 
on its own. 


Now it might not seem like the season for chilled : 


white wines, but new white releases still abound on the 
East End. Over at Channing Daughters on Scuttlehole 
Road in Bridgehampton they’ve just released their 
2017 Scuttlehole Chardonnay, an un-oaked chard 
that presents a straightforward picture of the South 
Fork terroir. More unusual are Channing’s so-called 
orange wines, two of which have just come out. These 
are wines that are made with white grapes that are 
juiced but then are left on the skins for a period (in 
the manner of red wines), which imparts an orange 
hue and unique flavor to the final product. The 2015 
Ramano, for example, is made with pinot grigio juice 
left on the skins for a while, then aged in Slovenian 
oak. Meanwhile the 2013 Envelope, made from a blend 
of white grapes, is also left on the skins for a while, and 
then aged for over 2 years in oak. Unsurprisingly, both 
of these orange wines seem ideally suited to enjoy with

Ss the Sag Harbor Cinema was destroyed in 
a fire two years ago, the nonprofit Sag Harbor 
Partnership has worked tirelessly to not only bring 
the storied structure back to its former 
glory, but to make it even better. In its 
completed form, the new Sag Harbor 
Cinema Arts Center will be a hub of 
culture for the village, with multiple 
screens, a lounge/cafe and more. 

There have been some exciting 
recent developments for the Center. 
Southampton Town Board unanimously 
approved Community Preservation Fund 
purchase of $4 million in easements on 
the property to preserve the Art Deco 
facade. And the neon sign, displaying the 
words “Sag Harbor,” has already been 
restored. 

Susan Lacy, head of the Cinema Arts 
Center’s Advisory Board and a prolific 
filmmaker in her own right, is among the 
many film industry professionals helping 
to guide the project. Lacy created the 
American Masters series on PBS and 
founded Pentimento Productions to create 
her own films. 

One of the first things the board did was 
ensure film fans had something to enjoy 
while the Cinema Arts Center is under 
construction. “We developed a small programming 
committee and decided that since the theater would 
be down for a while, we wanted to keep it alive in a 
way so we started the film series,” Lacy explains. “This 
is a community of film professionals. As much as we 


could pull the film community together, to help with 
contacts, to help spread the word, that’s where our 
strength is.”

The committee organized two highly successful 
screening series, the American Values Series and 
the Artists Love Movies series, which screened 
films and featured panel discussions with 
luminaries such as Sag Harbor’s Julie Andrews.
